Cherry Trees Honor 9th Graders at Jeff 


(excerpts from an article by William

T"'\ ecently, Jefferson was blessed to 
1-^ have three Yoshino cherry trees 
JL Xpdanted on the school grounds. 

For this article, I interviewed a number 
of the participants who made the day 
possible including Mr. Perry Klein of 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, 
Council member Tommy Wells, Ms. Ash¬ 
ley Neeley of the National Cherry Blos¬ 
som Festival, Ms Susan Sprenke, Biology 
teacher at Jefferson Junior High School 
and several Jefferson Junior High School 
Ninth Graders. 

Ms. Neeley explained that in each case, 
the trees are dedicated to a particular 
cause. For example, Yoshino cherry trees 
planted in Anacostia were dedicated to 
the loved ones who had passed. 

In the case of Jefferson, the trees were 
dedicated to the 9th grade class which 
will be the last ninth grade class at Jeffer¬ 
son since the school will transition to the 
middle school model in the fall. 

But, the Cherry Tree Planting was not 
the only activity associated with the day. 
Prior to the actual planting, Ms. Neeley, 
Mr. Wells, Ms. Sprenke, Mr. Klein and 
several students gathered the 9th grade 
class in the auditorium to talk about this 
great honor. Following the presentations 


everyone headed outside the library to 
start with the hard work. Experts from 
Casey Trees (the foundation that provid¬ 
ed the trees) directed the students in the 
planting. While some students planted, 
other students did clean up activities, 
planted flowers and marked storm drains, 
all in support of the conservation process. 
Living Classrooms donated flowers and 
storm drain markers. 

Two students, Samantha Harper and 
Devan Phillips, who participated in the 
clean up, were on their third bag of debris 
when I interviewed them. They were 
surprised at some of the debris that they 
found including jewelry; but noted that 
it was well worth it, “We want the yard 
to look cleaner, That’s why we chose to 
clean!” Fortunately for all, after an after¬ 
noon of hard work, Jenny’s Restaurant 
and Phillip’s treated everyone to the most 
appropriate delicacy, sushi and tea! 

If you have a moment drive by and 
see the trees which are planted on the 
7th street grassy area adjacent to the Jef¬ 
ferson Junior High School library. The 
trees of course will have a huge impact 
on not only Jefferson Junior High School 
but the entire neighborhood. Mr. Wells 
summed up the impact of the project, “I 
think Southwest is already a great place 
to live, but the Cherry trees just make it 
even more special!”
